Congressman Money and Hall Settle a

W ashington, April 24.—Congressman 
Money (dem.), of Mississippi, senator- 
elect from th at state, and Congressman 
H all (dem.), of Missouri, had a personal 
encounter in the room of the committee 
on naval affairs Thursday, and it is 
said th a t Mr. Money was hit on the head 
w ith a chair. The details of the cause of 
the encounter were hard to obtain. Mr. 
H all, when seen im m ediately after the 
fight, said he did not desire to m ake a 
statem ent. “It was a personal m atter,” 
said he, “and I do not desire to say any­ 
thing. 
I do not suppose Mr. Money, 
either, will dare to m ake a statem ent. 
Mr. W ilson, a member of the sub-com­ 
m ittee, was present.” 
There were present in the commit- 
tee-room, in addtion to the two com­ 
batants, Commodore F ithian and Rep­ 
resentative 
Meyer of Louisiana 
and 
W ilson of New York, members of the 
com mittee. 
The altercation was over 
Mr. W ilson’s bill for the re-organiza­ 
tion of the personnel of the navy.

asked w hether weapons were drawn 
Mr. W ilson refused to affirm or deny a 
statem ent made to th a t effect by a 
friend of Mr. Money’s.

He expressed regret for what 
had occurred, but still 
declined to 
m ake a statem ent.

SEN A T O R S TALK OF C O R R U PT IO N , 


Gov- 
W h ite M en Spoil th e S ch em e fo r 
ern m en t o f th e Indians. 
W ashington, April 24.—The Indian 
appropriation bill was taken up in the 
senate Thursday, the question being 
on Mr. P latt’s am endm ent extending 
the services of the Dawes commission 
w ith a view to the taking a roll of the 
Cherokee and kindred nations. 
The 
commission is given directions toward 
term inating the tribal relations of the 
Indians 
and 
dividing th eir lands in 
severalty. 
The debate was protracted. 
In the course of it Mr. Vest (dern., Mo.) 
spoke of the conditions of the Indian 
territory as constituting a national 
pest-house and a nuisance, a harbor of 
refuge for crim inals, depreciating prop­ 
erty in adjoining states one-third. Mr. 
Jones (dem., Ark.) spoke vehemently 
against the rule of crim e and outrage 
in the Indian country and appealed to 
the senate to put an end to it by this 
reform atory 
amendment. 
Mr. 
Bate 
(dem., Tenn), on the other hand, spoke 
of the “bummers, land-grabbers and 
thieves seeking to rob 
the Indians 
and who would be given further powers 
by this am endm ent.” 
Mr. P latt, author of the amendment, 
declared 
th at 
nowhere 
in 
Russia, 
A rm enia or Cuba do more brutal and 
savage conditions exist than in this 
Indian country. 
Five hundred white 
men, m asquerading as 
Indians, had 
seized the property and the government 
of the Indians, m aking the experiment 
of Indian self-governm ent a 
failure. 
The money appropriated for these In­ 
dians was used in hiring lobbyists to 
send here and prevent legislation. 
Mr. P lat declared th at he had never, 
during his senatorial service, known 
of the use of so much money on lob­ 
bies to defeat legislation. It was time 
congress put an end to this foul blot 
and disgrace on our national honor. 
After? further debate the presiding 
officer ruled the entire am endm ent out 
on the point of order made by Mr. 
W althall (dem., Miss.) th a t it con­ 
tem plated “general legislation.” 
Several 
m inor 
am endm ents 
were 
m ade to the bill, the most im portant 
being the insertion of the item of $1,- 
600,000 for paym ent of 
the Cherokee 
outlet fund, which had been struck out 
by the committee. 
The Indian appro­ 
priation bill, as thus amended, was then 
passed. 


W ould A lso A d m it O klahom a. 
W ashington, April 24.—The 
house 
committee on territories decided, by a 
vote of 6 to 2, to report favorably a bill 
to adm it Oklahoma to statehood. Those 
who voted in favor of the propostion 
were Messrs. Scranton, Perkins, Avery, 
H arris and Hadley, republicans, and 
Cooper of Texas, democrat. Those who 
voted in opposition were Messrs. Knox 
and Taft, republicans.

Q U AY T H E IR LEADER. 


P en n sy lv a n ia R ep u b lican s 
Support H im 
for P resid en t. 
H arrisburg, Pa., April 24.—The re­ 
publicans of Pennsylvania assembled 
here in convention Thursday and form ­ 
ally launched the boom of Senator Mat­ 
thew S. Quay for the presidential nom i­ 
nation. 
This feat 
was accomplished 
amid scenes of much turbulence. 
The 
violent scenes were the result of the 
efforts of the anti-Quay delegates to 
secure the adoption of a resolution nam ­ 
ing McKinley as the second choice of 
the convention. 
After an exciting de­ 
bate the proposition was defeated by 
a vote of 178 to 65. 
The platform adopted by the conven­ 
tion affirms the loyalty of Pennsylvania 
republicans to the party. Protection is 
declared to be the first of national is­ 
sues, restoration of the 
reciprocity 
policy of Jam es G. Blaine is demanded, 
and discrim inating duties in favor of 
American shipping are approved. The 
financial plank says: “Faithful to the 
record of the republican party, believ­ 
ing th at the people are entitled to the 
use of the best money and anxious to 
restore and preserve the industrial and 
commercial prosperity of the union, 
the republican party favors interna­ 
tional bim etallism , and until th at can 
be established upon governm ent ac­ 
count it demands the m aintenance of 
the existing gold standard of value.” 
Other resolutions denounce the adm in­ 
istration for its “attem pts to nullify 
pension laws,” favor restriction of im­ 
m igration and commend the state ad­ 
m inistration. 


Newport, Ky., April 24.—The terrible 
strain under which Scott Jackson has 
been since his arrest, and especially 
since the beginning of the trial, is at 
last beginning to m ake its im print on 
his features. 
Unless his sunken eyes 
belie the facts, Jackson has spent many 
restless hours during the last few days. 
The 
defendant’s m other is either in 
Newport or expected here soon. 
Col. Crawford took up the first hour 
of court Thursday m orning arguing his 
objections to the adm ission of the state­ 
m ents made by W alling and Jackson, 
as told by Mayor Caldwell while on the 
stand. 
He insisted th at W alling had 
an object in m aking the statem ent th at 
he was under arrest on a charge of m ur­ 
der, and that it was to his interest to 
hang Jackson, even though he was not 
guilty. 
There was considerable w rangling 
over the question, and Judge Helm fin­ 
ally took the m atter under advisement. 
Dr. J. O. Jenkins was called for cross- 
exam ination. 
His reason for believing 
the head had been cut off while life was 
still in the body was the absence of 
blood in the tissues. 
Dr. Jenkins ad­ 
m itted there could have been retraction 
of the skin. 
Dr. F. W. Fishback was next called. 
He corroborated the evidence of Drs. 
Caruthers and Jenkins concerning the 
absence of blood and the condition of 
the wounds. 
He thought it would take 
About ten m inutes to skillfully decapi­ 
tate a body as this one was. 
After the noon adjournm ent Judge 
Helm rendered his decision regarding 
Mayor Caldwell’s testim ony. 
He de­ 
clared the evidence adm issible and in­ 
structed the jury to only consider W al­ 
ling’s statem ent to the mayor in decid­ 
ing w hether Jackson adm itted the truth 
of them. 
Dr. Litteral of Leesburg, Ohio, took 
the witness stand. 
He was intim ately 
acquainted with Jackson 
for 
several 
weeks prior to his arrest; had conver­ 
sation with Scott Jackson about ten 
days before the finding of the 
body. 
“He said he had disputed the effects of

Paris, April 24.—The Bourgeois cabi­ 
net has resigned. 
The resignation was announced by 
the prem ier im m ediately upon the re­ 
convening of the cham ber of deputies, 
and at the conclusion of the announce­ 
m ent M. Bourgeois and his colleagues 
withdrew. 
According to the newspapers here, 
President Faure has declined to coun­ 
tersign the bill providing for the revi­ 
sion of the constitution which the pre­ 
mier, M. Bourgeois, wished to subm it 
to the cham ber of deputies when that 
body reassembled as a result of the spe­ 
cial summons following the action of 
the senate in postponing the vote on 
the M adagascar credits. 
It is added th at in view of the presi­ 
dent’s refusal to sign this bill the mem­ 
bers of the radical left party have de 
cided to introduce a motion denying 
the senate the right to be the sole in ­ 
terpreter of the constitution and de­ 
m anding th at a m eeting of the national 
assembly be called to decide the ques 
tions in dispute. 
Bourgeois, in announcing the resig­ 
nation of the m inistry, read the state­ 
m ent contesting the right of the senate 
to overthrow a m inistry or to be the 
sole interpreter of the constitution, but, 
he added, in view of the im possibility 
of securing proper m ilitary reliefs for 
M adagascar, the cabinet was compelled 
to resign. 
It is feared th at the present cabinet 
crisis may 
have serious effects. 
It 
Seems probable th at a presidential 
crisis will ensue. In fact, it has been 
argued by some of the deputies that 
the resignation of the presidency by M. 
Faure is part of M. Bourgeois’ plan. 
The two cham bers would have to meet 
together as one, the national assembly 
to elect a new president. M. Bourgeois 
believes th at he could control the na­ 
tional assembly as one body, though as 
two cham bers the senate is against him. 
He would, it is said, endeavor to secure 
am endm ents to the constitution from 
the national assembly 
which 
would 
put the cabinet beyond fear of harm 
from the senate alone and make it ac*

closed Thursday night with a mass- 
m eeting in Allen’s opera-house, in the 
course of which President 
E liot 
of 
H arvard university, severely arraigned 
the foreign policy of President Cleve­ 
land and his fellow townsman, Secre­ 
tary Olney. 
The personalities which 
President E liot uttered in cool, meas­ 
ured tones were so pointed th a t they 
created a decided sensation. 
He be­ 
gan by referring to the criticism of a 
H arvard graduate upon the assembly 
as inopportune. 
The country has been 
surprised and discouraged a t the im­ 
mense w ar spirit it had encountered, 
he said, and continued: 
“Only four m onths ago we saw by 
the 
message of President 
Cleveland 
th at compulsory arbitration was to be 
entered into by two of the nations. 
W e learned that m onths before the 
secretary 
of 
state had issued from 
this capitol papers of a most rem ark­ 
able tenor, which, between individuals, 
would seem at l^ast exasperating. Then 
when grave propositions were laid be­ 
fore the legislative branch of the gov­ 
ernm ent, that we thought m ight be de­ 
pended upon to consider them deliber­ 
ately, we were painfully surprised to 
see that such deliberation 
could 
no 
longer be depended upon.” 
The other speakers 
were 
Bishop 
Keane, Randolph Tucker of Virginia 
and President Patton of Princeton uni­ 
versity. 
A letter of regret because of inability 
to attend was received from Cardinal 
Gibbons addressed to the Hon. G ardin­ 
er G. Hubbard. 
Cardinal Gibbons said 
in part: 
“Let us cherish the hope th a t the 
day is not far off when the reign of tho 
prince of peace will be firmly establish­ 
ed on the earth; when the spirit of tho 
gospel will so far sway the minds and 
hearts of rulers th a t standing arm ies 
will yield to perm anent courts of arbi­ 
tration; that contests will be carried 
on in the council chamber instead of on 
the battlefield and decided by pen in­ 
stead of sword.” 
A fter adopting suitable resolutions 
and appointing perm anent committees 
the conference adjourned sine die.

The midnight vestibule train which 
gets 
here at 12:45 a. rn. is now a 
♦'fast train.” It is due to leave Chi­ 
cago at 10:15 and gets here at 12.45, 
but Wednesday, after leaving Chicago 
on time, the train was delayed at sev­ 
eral stations on the road. At Harvard 
it was put back several minutes by 
the “fruit train” from California, but 
in spite of these set backs, arrived in 
Janesville at 12:52, making the dis­ 
tance from Harvard to this city at the 
rate of fifty-three miles an hour, 
En­ 
gineer Henry Miller and Conductor 
Frank Pechin being in charge.

Fair City at 10:45; or a half hour late, 
but arrived in Janesville at 12:47. 
“ This fast time is made possible by 
the new engines,” said an engineer;

In order that the midnight express 
may make better time, two cars that 
have always been attached to that 
train, have been transferred to the 
•‘paper train,” which now goes clear 
through, instead of stopping at Elroy.
